WasHINGTON, D. O., December 18.—The 
resolution fur evening sessions was taken up 
and an amendment offered to it by Mr. Mor- 
rill, providing that (until otherwise ordered) 
the daily hour of meeting of the Senate 
be ll a. m., and that at 6:30 each day 
a recess be taken until s p. m.

He was not disposed to make factious oppo- 
sition ta the bill. All that he wanted, and 
that Senators on his side wanted, 
was fair, legitimate investigation and 
discussion. They did not propose tnat the 
bill should go through as a matter of 
course; but, on the other hand, they 
did not propose to use any unfair or 
unparliamentary means to delay it a minute. 
But if Senators on the other side 
wanted to force them to sit day and 
night he declared that they could 
not do it. He wanted the matter to be dis- 
posed of in that spirit of fairness and friend- 
ship which should characterize such 
a great and important discussion. 

Mr. Morrill said that the only purpose of the 
resolution was to enable the Senate to do 
the business of the session in an in- 
telligent and roper manner. He did 
not believe that there ever had been a tariff 
bill presented in the Senate that had received 
such special attention as the pending measure 
had received. This was a short session. 
The regular appropriation bills would 
require much of its time. It was therefore 
indispensable that the tariff bill be wot out of 
the way.

Fifteen Thousand Shares of Rimetaiiic 
Changes Hands at About $35 Per Share— 
Details of the Transaction, Involving 
Over $500,000, Now First Gwen to the 
Public—Other Stocks and Prices To-Day 


ITHIN the present week

ject of an editorial in the Chicago Tribune 
which attacks the custom of giving pres- 
ents outside of 585 immediate family 
circle. 

No doubt the custom is d as are 
all social customs of this kind which have 
a foundation of friendly expression, but 
because extended through false. pride 
and unreasonable bondage to conventional 
usages, become oppressive and senseless 
forms. 

But in the reaction from the meaning- 
less and foolish observance of the season’s 
customs thereis likely to resulta worse 
abuse of Christmas than indiscriminate 
present-giving. It isfound in the other 
extreme, which cries down all kindly re- 
membrance of the. occasion as silly, use- 
less and extravagant. This is the excuse 
of the miser, the selfish egotist and the 
cynic to decry the exchange of tokens of 
affection between relatives and friends 
and the expression of good will and kindly 
feelings. The Scrooges who encrust their 
hearts with love of money, selfish ambi- 
tion, cynicism and uncharitableness 
would fain justify their miserable and 
narrow views of life by harping upon the 
abuses of Christmas. They would gladly 
bave all others support their own selfish- 
ness by following their example. 

But the mass of human beings are bet- 
ter than the cynics. The world moves on 
and charity and tender affection dwell 
among men and women despite them. 
Christmas and Christmas customs have 
their uses. The beautiful story of the 
babe in the manger, of the star that 
rested over the spot, of the wise men 
guided by the star who brought presents to 
the child who was to bring to the people 
of the earth a new era in which love and 
charity were to be the inspiring motives 
of all conduct, has a fine significance to 
those who read it aright.

There is no longer any reason 
for hesitation, and if they take hold of it 
with characteristio energy and sagacity 
they will soon have an inter-oceanic high- 
way for ships, opened under auspices in- 
suring a new era of civilization and devel- 
opment to the Three Americas, aud se- 
curely fortified against European domi- 
nation or intervention.

AGAINST RAILROAD MANAGERS. 


The President of the New York Central Re- 
futes the Charges of Immorality and 


. Bpeeulativye Cussedness — Managers and 


Freight Agents Faithful and Honest— 
Weak Points in the Interstate Law, 


Ry Telerranh to the Poer-DraPaton. 

NEw YorK, December 18.—President Charles 
Francis Adamsof the Union Faelle Raliroad 
stirred up a hornet nest when he lectured to 
the Commercial Club of Boston on railroad 
morals. Mr. Adams, it will be remembered, 
in the address in question characterized some 
of the existing evils of the ralflroads 
as due to the low moral eondition 
of some of the railway managers and 
freiabt agents. Such a serious charge 
could not remain unanswered from ‘New 
York, and as will be seen de- 
low, President Chauncey M. Depew of 
the New York Central Railroad gallantly and 
courteously takes up the gauntlet and warmly 
defends the railway managers. The Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent found Mr. Depew 
still an invalid, his injured foot keeping him 
at home. Though very busy, Mr. Depew ro- 
ceived the news man most kindly, and with 
bis close-bandaged foot on achair, discussed 
the statements made by President Adams. 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams’ address to the 
Commercial! Club of Boston, said Mr. De- 
pew, bas made more discussion than any re- 
ceut contribution tothe railway probiem—frst, 
because be is an authority of great fame and 
ability, and, secondly, because of the gsweep- 
ing character of his charges. During thirty 
years’ service as Railroad Commissiooer of 
Massachusetts he made the principle of gov- 
ernmental supervision a success and is en- 
titled to the greatest consideration as one of 
the most eminent experts in the country. But 
bis startling charges of immorality and specu- 
lative cussedness against the railway man- 
gers must certainly be challenged. 

„Everybody knows of the demoralization in 
railroad rates, which has been growing worse 
for the past six months. The whole country 
is beginning to feel the effects of the harden- 
ing of certain provisions of the interstate law. 
They are serious enough to command the 
gravest attention of Congress. The inter- 
stute law will never be repeaied, and I know 
of no one who desires it. But to say that a 
statute which is experimental and affects every 
business and financial interest inthe country 


was perfect, when finally enacted, is absurd. 
The American Congress ls the ablest delibera- 
tive body in the world, but it has not yet 
reached the stage of prophecy and in fallibil- 


ity. 
DEFENDING THK RAILROAD MEN. 

„Mr. Adar.s suys that the preseft evils are 
due to certain provisions of the interstate 
law and to the low moral tone of the rallroad 
mansgers and freight agents and to their 
tendeney to speculate in stocks and arbitra- 
rily to create conditions which may affect the 
values for their own benefit, of the secu- 
rities for which they are trustees. 
The railway m«nagers and directors of the 
country are very few of them speculators, and 
Ide not believe there is one of them who 
would injure the properties intrusted to him 
for hisown gain. They have the deepest sense 
of responsibility andigive tothe administration 
of their lines their best work and conscien- 
tious judgment. They will compare favorably 
with gentlemen occupying important fidu- 
clary positions in any business or trust. 
Their treuble is rather a too eager and one 
sided wartisanship for the properties for 
which they administer, which leads them to 

p more thun they are entitled to and feel 
so strongly the bad faith of their rivals that it 
is exceedingly difficult to get at and adjust the 
truth as to the rate cutting. Rate cut- 
ting Invariably begins with a weaker 
line—which can get little or no 0»busi- 
ness at the, .currént rates—esecretly 
paying salaries, commissions, carriage, rents, 
und by numberless other devices captorinxu 
the strong shippers at leading centers. This 
soon brings an uproar about the ears of the 
managers of other lines from their customers, 
who ure thus violently discriminated against. 
The president immediately calls the freight 
agent to asharp acceunt for losing the busi- 
ness and offending the shippers on the road. 

*‘The freight agent — proofs which are 
not legal—but are satisfactory— f rate cutting, 
and says: ‘You must either go out of the 
business and leave me free, or meet our com- 

titors or make the open rate the same as 
that enjoyed through the secret and Illegal 
devices.’ Inthis way one or two ines will 
piunge a whole system into demoralization 
aod unrewunerative business. Many of the 
promoters of the interstate commerte law au - 
ticipated this condition of affairs and thought 
that demoraligstion would lead to lower rates 
and that while the roads would be ruined 
the people would de benefited. ‘lhe 
result has been direc ly the reverse. Demor- 
alized rates — such enormous advantages to 
the large shippers that they are enabled to 
erusb out all 2 weaker competitors and 
the result, if continued long enough, will be 
that a law intended to prevent monopoly 
will drive the whole business of the qoun- 
try into the hands of afew great firms or cor- 
porations or trusts who will dictate prices to 
the producer and to the consumer and dis- 
tribute the product among the railroads at 
such rates as they think fit to pay 

AMEND THE LAW. 

»The railroads want innumerable shippers. 
The country needs the largest possibie puin- 
ber of independent business men, and these 
thin s are ssible only with stable rates. 
Amend the interstate commerce law by re- 
quiring notice of reductions, as well as ad 
vance in rates. Asit now is, a favorite ship- 
per may know of a contemplated reduction of 
rates and contracts for the market at 
a figure which undersells all his com- 
petitors. Sufficient notice of a redaction 
of rates before it could take place 
would preventit. Poolsshould be permitted 
under the —— of the Interstate Com- 
mission, with contracts valid only upon their 
approval, and the whole operations of the 
pool subject to examination by legalized in- 
spectors or by constant reporte from the pool 
commissioner.

THE HAYTIEN REPUBLIC. 
The Steamer pee ed to Leave Port-An- 
Prince To-Morrow. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drer ren. 

New Tonk, December 18.— Te steamabip 
Haytien Republic will leave Port-au-Prince a 
8 o’clook to-morrow morning, flying the 
American flag, manned by an American crew 
and bound for the port of New Tork. Such 
was the authoritative declaration made last 
night by Chas. W. Brooks, counsel for the 
Atias Steamship Co., a new party to the dis- 
cussion in the international complications 
growing out ot the seizure of the American 
vessel by the forces of Gen. Legitime. 
Nor is it the result of any tricky evasgion,’’ 
continued the attorney. The crew which 
was sent to Hayti to accomplish this result 
was forwarded with the full knowledge, con- 
sent and connivance of Minister Preston and 
Gen. Oontreras. I say this, knowing that 
these gentiemen have made opposing state- 
ments. Nor has there been any unnecessary 
concealment in this matter so far as my clients 
are concerned, and had the United States 
naval authorities been possessed ofa full ac- 
quaintance with the maritime lews of this 
country they would not have found it neces- 
sary to drag the Galena out of the mad.

IN DAYS OF LONG AGO. 


QUAINT CUSTOMS OF NEW ENGLAND IN 


OLDEN TIMES. 


Early Food Dishes and Drinks—A Pound of 
Butter Cost a Day’s Wages— Bean-ta ing 
Savages—A Fatalindian ¥ udding—Origm 
of the Town Mecting—Churches Without 
Heat. 


From the Boston Herald. 

„»The Quaint Customsof New Engtand in 
Olden Times was the subject ofan address 
by Rev. Daniel Dorchester last evening. The 
speaker said: How grotesque and comical 
many of the customs of our fathers seem to us, 
seen inthe light ofthe present. We forget 
that our fathers werein advance of their 
fathers, whose customs seem odd to them and 
that future generations will entertain them- 
selves in reviewing the usages in which we 
pride ourselves. Such is the social evolution. 
How reluctantly does every generation re- 
linguish its past. We have heard our fathers 
xo back in story to their boyhood days, con- 
trast the slow going life of that time with the 
swift whirl of the present and lament the de- 
generacy of our times. Their fathers did the 
same. If we go back to old England, the 
time of the old families living in 
strong castles, described in history and 
in the romances of Scott, we will find 
them living in coarse siyle. Massive 
edifices, great balls, lofty ceilings, enormous 
fireplaces and stune hearths, without a chim- 
ney, the smoke escaping from a hole in the 
roof. Atone end of the hall was a kennel for 
hounds, andaperch for hawke and falcons 
overhead. Inthe same hall were the heavy 
oaken table and oaken benches, where the 
baron and his guests ate their venison and 
quaffed tneir ale. No carpets, but mats and 
skins in winter, and green rushes in summer, 
covered the floor, which was used for sittings 
when benches were wanting. There were uo 


backs on the benches until the days of Henry 
VIII. It was at a later day when guests first 
carried their oon knives to use at dinner, to 
be sharpened on a whetstone hanging in the 
dining hall, and sat down to pewter plates 
and pewter spoons. The host, in carving, 
held the 
JOINT OF MEAT IN HIS BARE HAND, 

and transferred the slices to the plates of the 
guests with his fingers, forks not yet having 
come into use as a part ot table furniture. In 
1611 an English gentleman traveling in Italy 
made this entry in hisjournal: ‘‘I observe a 
custom not used in any other country—they 
use a little fork when they cut their meat. 
He purchased one and carried it to England. 
but when he used ithe was greatly ridicuied 
by his friends. That little two-tined article of 
table furniture brought about a flerce discus- 
sion. It was regarded as an innovation un- 
warranted by the customs of society, and 
ministers preached against its use. 

When the great and powerful Lord Howard 
in the time of Elizabeth was a student at 
Oxford he had but one shirt. The seamstress 
who made it received half a penny for her 
labor! Later in life, when Lord Howard was 
high admiral and in command of ali the war- 
ships of England sailing to destroy the Ar- 
mada of Spain, be had but four shirts, and he 
pald the seamstress sixpence for making 
them. What an insight this gives us into the 
condition of the great majority of the people 
of England in those years. There was no 
labor-saying machinery, and all implements 
of labor were of the rudest and most cumber- 
some character. From Barton's tables we 
learn that the wazes of farm laborers at the 
time the Pilgrims set sail in the Mayflower 
were 8 shillings li pence per week—about 
87% cents. The price of a turkey at that time 
was $1.08, and a pound of butter cost 12 cents. 
To obtain a pound of butter a laborer must 
give the wages of a day. 

Such were the good old times, the golden 
age, to which many are every day referring, 
and for the return of which some are sighing. 
We see out of what circumstances the early 
settlers of New England game when they 
sought an asylum on our shores. With these 
facts before us, we are prepared to appreciate 
the quaint, curious and simple customs of the 
colonial times in New England. The first 
dwellings of the eariiest settlers were such as 
could be most easily and conveniently made. 
Loge were piled together, and the interstices 
filled with moss and clay. In Massachusetts 
some of the poorer ofthe first settlers dwelt 
for awhilein tents and booths. 


MANY MAKESHIPTS 

of the wilderness were acquired from the sav- 
age—modes of hunting, the ‘‘biazing’’ of trees 
to mark new forest paths, twisting of ropes 
from the inner bark of she slippery elm, the 
pounding of corn in wooden mortars, the set- 
ting of fish weirs, heating water by dropping 
iton hot stones, the manufacture of maple 
sugar from sap, the pounding of ash wood to 
make splints for baskets, etc. The earliest 
lighte in common use were pieces of resinous 
pitch pine, thoroughly dried, and when 
lighted, placed in the corner of the fire- place, 
where the smoke would be drawp up the 
spacious chimney. Then came tallow candies, 
or taliow dips, followed by the whale-oil 
lamp. The Pilgrims bad hoes made of wood. 
Turtle shelis, ingeniously affixed to sticks 
and sharp stones, heid by withes, acted a con- 
spicuous part in the cultivation of the soil. 

he method of planting Indian corn, four or 
five grains in a hill and rows three or four 
feet apart, with beans running up the staik 
and pumpkin vines in the intervening spaces, 
were all borrowed, as we are told, from the 
uborigines. William Pain, it is said, found 
the savages eating baked beans as white peo- 
ple do now in Boston. In all the New Eng- 
land settlements one common article of food 
was bean porridge, Baked pumpkin was 
another article of food. In selecting a pump- 
kin for oooking the colonists picked out one 
thoroughly ripe, with a hard shell. A hole 
five or six inches in dlameter was cut in the 
stem end, the plece taken out being kept 
whole. Theseeds and all the soft, stringy 
substance were scraped out, leaving nothing 
but the solid matter. Thus prepared, it was 
filled with new miik, then covered with the 
plece which had been cut out, and put into a 
well-heated oven, where it was permitted to 
remain six or eight hours, and was usu- 
ally allowed to cool In the oven. It was 
then eaten with milk. Turnips and parsnips 
were

Looking at it philolegically we 
must admit that English, already a most copi- 
ous language, isina freely growing state and 
capable of adcing to itself by almost any 
process found in any language of the whole 
world, old or new. The abbreviation or con- 
traction of words—a most effective agent in 
the development of words—is seen at its best 
ingslang. ‘‘Cab’’ and ‘‘bus’’ and mod, 
from mobile, the fickle crowd, a mob, were 
originally slang formations. 

Slang is very delicious in the mouth of a 
very refined person, and they tell a good 
story of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, who was 
asked by a lady to say something beautiful 
about ber piazza. ‘*Well,’’ said the read 
wit, ‘‘Il think it ie a bully piaz’’—which hue 
the full element of wit in it, that it was unex- 
pected.

THE UsE UF TOBACCO, 


Where the Virtues and Vices of the Weed Li 
— Smokers and Non-Smokers. 


From the New York Medical Journal. 

Tobacco contains an acrid, dark brown oll, 
an alkaloid, nicotine and another substance 
called nicotianine, in which exist its odorous 
and volatile principles. When tobacco is 
burned a new set of substances is produced, 
some of which are less harmful than the nic- 
otine, and are more agreeable in effect, and 
much of the acrid oll—a substance quite as lr - 
ritating and poisonous as nicotine—is carried 


off. These fire produced substances are called, 
from their origin, the ‘‘pyridine series. By 
3 beat the more aromatic and less harm 

l members of the series ure produced, but 
the more poisonous compounds are generated 
ny, the slow combustion of damp tobacco. 
This oil which is liberated by combustion Is 
bad both in fluvor and in effect, and it is better, 
even for the immediate plexsure of the 
smoker, that it should be excluded altogether 
from his mouth and air passages. 

Smoking inastub ofa pipe is particularly 
injurious, for the reason that in it the oil is 
stored in a condensed form, and the smoke is 
therefore highly charged with the oil, Suck- 
ing or chewing the stub of a cigar that one is 
smoking is a serious mistake, because the 
nicotine in the unburned tobacco dissolves 
freely in the salivaand is absorbed. ‘*Chew- 
ing is on this account the most injurious 
form of the tobaceo habit, and the use ofa 
cigar-holder isan improvement on the cus- 
tom of holding the cigar between the teeth, 
Cigarettes are responsible fur a great amount 
of mischief, not because the smoke from the 
paper has any particularly evil effect, but be- 
cause smokers—and they are often boys or 
very young men—are apt to use them contin- 
vously or at frequent intervals, belley- 

that their power for evil is insig- 
nificant. Thus the nerves are under the con- 
stant influence of the drug, «nd much in- 
jury to the system results. Moreovar, the 
cigarette smok uses a very considerable 
amount of tobacco during the course of a day. 
‘*Dipping’’ and ‘‘snuffing’’ are sem!-barbart- 
ties which need not be discussed. Not much 
effect is obtained from the use of the drug in 
these varieties of the habit. 

Nicotine is one of the most powerful of the 
nerve isons’’ known.

Now, the American gjri 
has natural taste; her clothes seem to belon 
to ber, and, whatever she may wear, itis pu 
on to the best advantage; she knows how to 
talk agreeably, and, being always quite at her 
ease, pute all with whom she is thrown 
at their ease.

ation because she was born In the shydow of 
the Dome, and of half-scornful, wholly intol- 
erant pity for the werld of outsiders. But 
these caricatures prove only that their authors 
have not bad the honor of Miss Beacon Hill’s 
acquaintance. 

She is very often a beauty, to begin with. 
Well-born and weil-bred giris are more apt to 
be lovely than those not so favored of Fortune; 
just as well-matured roses burst into a richer 
bloom than their sisters in some neglected gar- 
den. She rides, she goes to her pet gymna- 
sium, she could walk for a wager, or dance 
until the morning star looks in at the window;

She lovesart, since she has the opportunity to 
know semething of Art’s best Corot and M- 
let have been among her instructors, for some 
of the chvicest works of these artista ure to be 
found in Boston houses. She is at least fa- 
millar with the Old Masters through the best 
engruvings, and more often than not she has 
crossed ‘‘the estranging sea,’’ and studied 
them for herself in foreign galleries. 

She isin small danger of being conceited— 
she who listens to the talk of the brightest and 
the best under herown roof-tree. While the 
“entiest of Autocrats is making epigrams, or 
Professor Norton. is talking ofart, or James 
Russel Lowell is discussing the morality of 
politics, she finds out, very clearly, how little 
she berself knows ofall in which they are so 
wise. It is your student who lives among un- 
lettered people, and has no standards of com- 
parison, whoisin danger of over-estimating 
her own slight and unassimilated knowledge, 
and beceme bumptious. The first thing the 
Boston girl of intellectual aspirations discoy- 
ers is how wide is the unexplored region 
w hicheremains to be possessed. Sho will bear 
her lamp of discovery with her into this fair 
realm of the unknown; but she will not refuse 
to play by the pay—to sedulousg as to the fit 
of ber guwns;to leara the last figure for the 
cotillon; te be clad with the gladnes of youth; 
to charm and be charmed. ut in all this she 
will not be selfixh. 

What was the use of ancestors who came 
over in the Mayflower, to bring spiritual free- 
dom into the new world, if one were to inherit 
noneof their virtues—to livefor self, and be 
deaf to the cry of the human?“ That Bos- 
ton «irl recognizes it as one of her duties to 
help on the world’s progress. ifshe has her 
‘*‘Suturcay Morning Club,“ for which she 
writes papers so wise ana . as to amaze 
us, no less she has ber Mission Sunday school, 
and her group of poor children, for whom she 
wakes Christmas other than a name, She goes. 
to cooking schoo! with the rest, and turns . 
tronomy intoa fineart. Gentie is her voice, 
deft is her touch, fond and faithful is her 
hears. 

But lest she should seem to you a creature 
too wise and good for human nature’s dail 
food, 1 willown tnatshe has her fads and fol- 
bies. Theoretically she cun forgive bad mor - 
als (of which, to tell the truth, she has little 
comprehension) more easily than bad man- 
ners, for which, in her scheme of s. cial saiva- 
tion, there is no redemption. She cau be all 
that is tender and pitiful toa ragged waif of 
the street? butshe cannot pardon the young 
person who dresses too loudly, who says 
„yes, ma' am, or no, sir, and has vague 
ideas as to particinies. 

Lovely and gracious as is Miss Beacon Hill, 
she would be more lovely still if her charity of 
es were as affivent as her beneficence, 

ut youth is arrogant, and one must come to 
middie age to understand that to say ‘‘you 
was there, or he done it,“ le, after all, less 
depraved and depravinw tian to re tu scan- 
dal. or scorn one’s fellow-creatures for delects 
they cannot help.

A FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


BLOWING UP OF THE MOBILE POWDER 
MAGAZINE IN 1865. 


Graphic Account of That Disaster by One of 
the Survivors—How a Powder Magazine 
Biew Up—Effects of the Explosion— Wide- 
spread Death and Destructien—4 Terri- 
ble Experience. 
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PEAKING of ex- 
plosions,’” suid 
Maj. A. H. Randall 
of Kansas City, 
who is atthe Lin- 
dell, *‘accounts of 
several of which 
have recently ap- 
peared in the pa- 
pers, reminds me 
ofoneof the most 
violent and de- 

1 structive that ever 
took place in this country, and which cost, in 
the killed and fatally wounded, ovér five 
hundred hives. I refer to the terrible powder 
magazine explosion which took place in Mo- 
bile in June, 1865. As is well known, 
the Federal fleet passed the forts, and took 
possession of Mobile Bay in 1864, but the city 
itself, which was strongly fortified, did not 
surrender until a successful assault had been 
made in March, 1865. As soon as the city was 
captured a great concentration of forces took 
place, and sbortly after Lee's surrender an 
immense quantity of munitions of war 
of all kinds were sent to Mobile 
Ab well as scores of transports 


and many tronclads, as the threatening atti- 
tude of France in Mexico caused our Govern- 
ment to make active preparations for a mill- 
tary movement toward the Rio Grande. 
CROWDED MAGAZINES. 
“The supply of powder was particularly large, 
and the regular megazines, established by the 
were soon filled to their 
capacity. A transport arrived 
city one —~ wage 4 laden 
with 1,000 barrels of gunpowder. here was 
no place to put them, so an old cotton ware- 
house was hastily reconstructed for their re- 
ception and the powder was moved.

As soon as it was 
safe todo solclimbei up the piles and went 
toward the scene of the disaster, for I knew at 
once thatthe magazine had expivded. As 1 
went along the street Isaw that walis, doors 
and windows were torn out in every direction, 
while not a whole pane of glass could be 
found anywhere. On approaching the mazga- 
ine the scene was borribie. Heads, arms and 
legs where scattered about; where the build- 
ing had been not A house was 
standing within a4 biock, and in 
lace of the building there was a large irregu- 
ar hole in the ground, filled with masses of 
rubbish. As soon as the troops recovered 
from the confusion incident to sucha catas- 
trophe Gen. Gordon Granger put a stron 
guard around the place, and all ingress to an 
egress from the city was refused. 
CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

It was at first supposed that some irreconcil- 
abie rebel had fired the magazine, but inves- 
tigation proved that it was the result of acci- 
Gent. It seems that while on the way from 
the shiptothe magazine, one of the powder 
kegs bad fallen from the wagon to the street. 
The pavement was thickly covered 
with gravel, and several people bad seen the 
teamster rubbing the small stones away that 
had adhered to the kes. As it proved, be h 
not been sufficiently vigliant.

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STUDENTS ARE ANGRY. 


JOHNSON’S COMMERCIAL COLLEGE CLOSED 
BY MANAGER P. H. MADDEN, 


Notes Given by the Pupils for Their Tuition 
Are Negotiated and Pressed for Collec- 
tion Though the School Has Closed—Mr, 
Johnson Explains the Trouble and Pro- 
vides for the Students. 


OHNSON’S Commercial 
College, one of the oldest 
educational institutions in 
the city, has been closed 
up. The announcement 
that it was to close was a 
surprise, for it has been 
known bere for more than 
twenty-five years and was 
always considered a pros- 
perous commercial school. An _ inguiry 
into the reason why it was discontinued 
brought out the fact that its clos- 
ing was sudden and unexpected, and 
that the pupils of the institution, particularly 
some in the shorthand department, were very 
much dissatisfied with their treatment, claim- 
lug that they had paid or given notes for their 
tuition in advance and they wanted compen- 
sation. Three of the shorthand pupils were 
very much perplexed, for they found that 
their notes bad been negotiated, and the 
present holder wished to collect them. 

Mr. John W. Johnson, the President of the 
college, was found at the college rooms in the 
Emily building this morning, and asked to ex- 
plain the cause of the breaking up of the 
school. To make a long story short, de 
said, ‘‘the trouble is simply this. I engaged 
Mr. F. H. Madden under a contract to 
ron the school for five years. 
In violation of his contract and 
ovecyuning else he has closed up the 
school and zeft it. I don't know whé@e he is 
now. I was out of the State when be left, sev- 
eral days ago, and had to leave to come here 
and make arrangements to transfer the schol- 
ars to some other school. There are between 
seventy-five and one hundred pupils and they 
must all be provided for. Before Madden leit 
he took notes from a number of the scholars, 
I don’t know yet how many, and what he has 
done with them I can’t tell. I have been 
twenty-five years building up this school and 
now I have to abandon it. Madden, I under- 
stand, left but can’t 
sexy whether he has or not. I have 
just got back and I haven’t seen him. The 
schoo! was in a prosperous condition, and thie 
would have been a good year it Madden had 
lived up to bis contract. That is about the 
whole of the sto The pupils will be pro- 
vided for at another school. 

An effort was made to see 

MR. MADDEN, 
but he could not be found. He has a room at 
1800 Olive street, but he was not there. The 
servant who answered the bell could not tell 
where Mr. Madden worked, but said he was 
never in his room during the day. 

The shorthand students who are now in a 
quandary to know what to doabout their notes 
are Miss Georgia Kintz, Miss Annie Kintz and 
Miss Belle Maxwell. Miss Georgie Kintz, who 
is the stenographer in the office of Sterling & 
Webster, said: ‘‘When we entered the school 
on the &tb of October we paid $5 cash for the 
first month’s tuition and gave our notes for 
exch of the ggeceeding months up to May of 
1889. There™ were about eleven in the 
night class, and they all say that 
they have paid up, but I don't know whether 
they have o not. The notes were made out 
to Johnson's Commercial College Fand Mr. 
Madden, who was the manager, made them 
payable to the order ot Mr. E.G. Herr, the 
treasurer. Mr. Herr turned them over to Miss 
Estely, one of the teachers, instead of 8 
end now mong | are held by Mr. E. W. J.

Agitator Currlin’s Advice to the Working - 
men of Chicago. 


Cni1caGco, II., December 18.—It is learned 
tbat at a secret meeting of the Central Labor 
Union andthe Trades’ Assembly held Sunday 
night Albert Ourrlin, the well-known agitator, 
delivered an address on centralization and 
federation. He advecated the iederation 
plan which, he sald, has been adopted by the 
International Union, ‘‘In this system,’’ he 


said, 'the laborers are organized in little 
roups of from five to twenty mem- 
ers, or more; then there is 
not 80 much danger from sipes. 
Little groups do not arouse suspicion and can- 
not be watched apd controlied easily by the 
lice. In case of a conflict with the capital- 
t, the littie bat numerous ups can act 
more successfully and cause more damaxe to 
the enemy without running a great risk of 
detection. The police have prohibited our 
public meetings. This arouses indignation 
among the workingmen and causes th to 
join our societies more numerousiy. It is 
now the best time to spread our agita- 
tion over the town. The spring election 
is coming and the workingmen take more 
interest at this time of the peur 
than usually. We can bring them much easier 
touether than at any other time. I would, 
therefore, —— the organization of work 
ingmen’s ward clubs. This should be done 
not only in Chicago, butin all the suburban 
towns. We should begin the eat task at 
once. We will be able to control the greater 
art of the workingmen, aud in cases of con- 
ict with capital, which may come in the 
near future, they will be ready to accomplish 
the social revolution.’’

SELLING OLEOMARGARINE. 


The Restrictions Put Upon It in European 
Countries—Interesting Statements, 


Freeman Barnum, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, received from Washington this 
morning a copy of the report of John 8. 
Miller, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
which, besides giving the statistics of the 
work of the department for the past year, 
contains some interesting information about 
oleomargarine, the operation of the law 


regulating its sale in this country and the 
methods of regulating its sale in foreign coun-, 
tries, which information was obtained by cor- 
respondence witi the representatives of the 
foreign countries whose regulations are em 
bodied in this report. 

Sweden, France, Russia, Germany, England 
and Denmark controi the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine (itis known abroad as margarine 
or margarin), and Austrid-Hungary, Belgium, 
Italy, Netherlands and Switz-riand have no 
special laws on the subject, but weneral laws 
relating to food adulteration. 

The edict of Oscar, King of Sweden, Nor- 
way, the Goths and the Vandals, makes it un- 
lawful for any manufacturer or merchant to 
keep margurine in or sell it from a vessel 
which is not plainly and indelibly marked or 
branded with toe word ‘‘margarine,’’ and in 
all shops where itis soldasignto that effect 
must be —— in a conspicuous place. It ig 
unlawful also to export margarine which 
is not so branded, and if any is 
imported without that mark and discovered 
it shall be held until it is branded by the 
owner r the official of the Crown. For anv 
infringement of these regulations there is a 
fine which may be collected after prosecution 
by the Police Court. One-third of the fines 
imposed for violation of this statute falis to 
the Crown and two-thirds to the prosecutor, 
but in case of a speciai informer he shall re- 
esive one-half the prosecutor’s share. 
The 1 prosecutor has the authority 
to take samples of suspected articles 
and they must taken in the presence of two 
witnesses and sealed with the seai of the pros- 
ecator. The expenses of the examination of 
the nature of the native article must be borne 
by the ＋— demanding the examination, 
but on the recommendatiun of the Governor of 
the district they may be paid out of the public 
purse. 


IN FRANCE 
the prohibition is against selling, exposing 
for sale, importing or exporting under the 
name of butter, ail substances intended to 
replace butter, and for the violation 
of this law tere is 4 penalty 
of from six days to six months 
imprisonment and witha fine of from 50 to 
8,000 francs, the substances found or remain- 
ing on sale shall be confiscated and notice of 
the canviction of the offender of the violation 
shall be published and posted on the door of 
the warehouse of the condemned. In case of 
a second conviction within one year the maxi- 
mum sentence and punishment shall be im- 
posed. All packages containing margarine 
or edible fate shall be se marked and on the 
way bills shall be so designated, and carriers 
and transportation companies by land or wa- 
ter must repeat this designation on their 


books. 
THE REGULATIONS OF RUSSIA 
are characteristic. They are as follows: 

1. The product from a mixture of fat with 
butter shali be called magaime fat. 

2. Its manufacture shall be liabletoan ex- 
olse duty, or t supplementary patent dues. 

8. The extent of the import shall be deter- 
mined in concert by the Miuisters of Finance 
and Imperial Domains. 

4. Margarine tat shall be dyed some bright 
color, but in no case sball such color be yel- 
low. 

5. The vessels in which the margarine is 
packed at the manufactory shall be dyed 
the same color as the margarine. 

6. The e vessels shall have clearly marked 
onthem the name ofthe manufactory, and 
they shall also bear the inscription, ‘‘Mar- 
garine fat. 

7. The sale of margarine fat shall not be 
carried on ia shops where dairy batter is on 
sale. 

8. Shops dealing in margarine fat shall ex- 
bibit a sign- board bearing an inscription that 
margarine fat ia sold within. 

9. Hotels, cook-shops, restaurants, bars and 

nerally all public establishments In which 
ood ls prepared shail exbibitin a conspic- 
uous place a notice and also state on 
their bills of fare that the 
dishes prepared on the premises are cooked 
with margarine, if such be used by them in 
their kitchens. 

10. The tmportation of ma 
foreign countries shall be prob 

GERMANY 
has a prohibitory law and requires the vessels 
to be marded, but the prohibition does not 
apply to the addition of butter-fat derived 
from the employment of milk or cream in the 
manufacture of margarine provided that not 
more than 100 specific perte of milk or ten 
parte of cream to 100 parts of fatty substances 
not derived from milk, are employed. 

ENGLAND AND DENMARK 

both require that margarine shall be sold as 
such and the packages branded, but there is 
nothing of especial interest in the regulationa 
whieb er the manner of diso:-vering and 

unisb ng fraud. They are similar to those of 

he Uni States, Oras nearly so as they enn 
be, the different forms of government consid- 
ered. The countries which bring oleOmarga- 
rine under the head of food adulteration have 
laws r that matter which are essen 
tially the same as thoes of the United States.

STRANGE FRIENUDSHI'I'S IN ANIMALS. 


Some Very Interesting and Singular Ones 
Told. 


From the London Spectator. 

Mr. Ainger is giving bis interesting incident 
of strange friendships between animals, asks 
ifthere are any precedents for such incon- 
gruous intimacy as he saw between a dog and 
a pigeon. To most close observers of animals, 
such curious cases, though always note- 
worthy, are well known; naturaliste like 
Buckland and many others have frequently 


recorded them. 

With the view of adding to the lore on this 
matter, permit me to cite the following. TVO 
Scotch terriers are lyirg betore the fire. 
‘Prince’ is an amiable sort ofa dog; ‘Jack’ is 
rather surly; both good vermin-Klillers and 
fond of hunting, I bring in a common buck 
rabbit, and place it beside the dogs, with the 
intimation that yar 4 are not to touch it. 
Trust, and then alliance, quickly grew de- 
tween it aud ‘Prince,’ whilst ‘Jack’ shows un- 
mistakable hatred. Ina few days the two 
friends, with their paws absurdly claspiny 
each other's neck, sleep happily on the rug; 
— play together, they chase each other up 
and down the stairs and all over the house 
at full speed, and when tired come 
back to the rug. ‘Jack’ refusing all this 
sort of thing, makes the rabbit look at him 
withasort of awe. Does ‘Bunny’ make no 
mess inthe house? None whatever; he goes 
into the garden as the dogs do, and like them, 
scratches at the door when be wants to return. 
All this he does without any instruction from 
us. Aftera while, being very fond of him, we 
put on the floor a pretty pink-eyed doe asa 

sent. He stares, sniffe ber all over, kills 
er on the spot, and goes foraromp with his 
dear ‘Prince.’ ‘Jack — Te under my 
bed from choice, and just before ut out the 
light as I lie, standes up against the bed for bis 
last pat aud good nieht. Bunny has ob- 
served ail thie, and quietly creeps into the 
room, which he re to leave; then like- 
wise always aske for hies good night, and 
sleeps sumewhere near bis great ideal. 

Another instance, published in ‘‘Loch 
Creran’’ by my friend Mr. Anderson Smith. 
I punished my cat for killing a chicken. The 
next day he is seen to carry a live chicken in 
his mouth and lay it down to the ben he had 
previogsly robbed. He and the chicken after- 
ward were frequently obererved leaving the 
orchard together, and traveling through the 
courtyard and beck passayes, find their way 
to the kitehen fireplace, where they would 
sleep m good-fellowship. This chicken, I 
discovered, had been stolen nearly two miles 
away. It is important to remark that the cat, 
though a eruel bird-killer, never touched an- 
otber chicken. Was the idea of compensation 
in the cat’s mind? If not that, all the circum- 
stdnces are singularly coincident. And why 
did the chick prefer the cat’s companionship 
to that of its fellows? E. W. r.

mentioned in higpinteresting letter, I can men- 
tion two cases Which have come under wy no- 
tice thie last summer at my farm in Berk- 
shire. In one cave the friendship existed be- 
tweena pullet and a pix. The pullet never 
left the farm-yard to joinin the rambles of 
the other fowis, but kept near the — alt day, 
occasionally roosting on its friend's back 
when taaing its afternoon nap. 

The other case was more remarkable. A 
hen, with strong motberly instincts, but no 
family-.of ber own, acted for several weeks as 
foster- mother to eight spaniel puppies. The 
real mother, a very gentle creature, soon ac- 
quiesced in the arrangement. The hen cov- 
ered the puppies with her wings just as 
thongb they bad been chickens, and remained 
with them day and night. When they began 
to walk she was still their constant attendant; 
when they learned to lap and eat a little, she 
would call them and break up their food. 
As they grew older the poor foster- 
mother had her patience sorely tried. They 
barked and capered around ber, leading her 
altogether a sad life. After the puppies had 
deserted her she was often seen sitt:ng close 
to their mother, the pes a * quite un- 
derstanding each other. y children were 
naturally delighted to watch these strange 
sights, and the hen, though not at other times 
ve tame, maintained rfect equanim!

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THE COFFEE WE DRINK. 


HOW IT Is RAISED AND PREPARED FoR 
MARKET. 


— — 
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A Visit to a Jamaica Blue Mountain Coffee 
Plaatation—Some Features of tne Social 
Lite of the Pianters. 


From the New York Times. 

For more than a century anda half Jamaica 
has bees celebrated for the fine quality of the 
coffee it pro@uces, and during that period 
coffee planting has been and still is one of the 
chief industries of the isiand. Sugar is yet 
the king in popular estimation, but coffee apa 
fruits are the capitalists. There is nothing 
particularly attractive about a Jamaica sugar 
estate to anyone whois familiar with the im- 
mense estates in Cuba,two of which alone make 


— as much sugar every year as the entire 
isiand of Jamaica, or from 20,000 to 80,000 
hogsheads. But with coffee it is different, for 
nowhere ¢lee on this side of the world are 
there more productive plantations. The race 
week in Kinusten brought mein contact in 
the hotel @vith a number of coffee planters 
who bad come down to the city to enjoy the 
sport, and I soon hed an abundance of invita- 
tions to return with them to their homes znd 
see the process of ruising and curing coffee. 
One of these 1 8 aceepted, and the result 
a week iater found myself an 
inmate of a plantation house about thirty 
miles from Kingston, on the side of 
the Blue Mountains, and nearly 2,000 
feet above the sea level. These 
littie drives of thirty miles or wore are 
thought 2 of in Jamaica, where most of 
the traveling bas to be done in carriage, 
though to a stranger they are generally 
fatiguing. We made the usual early morning 
start with which 1 bad by that time become 
familiar, turning out before daylight and 
taking a bite pt breukfast, so that by sunrise 
we were well up by the foot of the mountains. 
By this plan we expected to reach the planta 
tion shortly after noon and avoid the hottest 
rt ot the day. Wewere not disappointed, 
or before 1 O'elock we were sented on the 
broac veranda, resting after the hard labor of 
an eight heurs’ drive. Eight hours seems a 
long time for n miles, particularly 
over such smooth, bard roads us there are in 
Jamaica; but all except the first four or five 
miles was up steep hills, where the horses 
could rarely go faster than a walk. 

The Jamaica coffee plantation house is usu- 
ally a comfortable place. and the one we went 
to was no exception. The modesty ot my host 
prevents me from mentiouv ng his name orthat 
of his estate. The houg „as built on a plan 
thatl havent seen much « inthe West Indies 
outside of Jamaica; of stone, of course, witha 
shingle roof, with no plaster or ceiling over- 
head. Imagine a square house, perhaps forty 
feet on each side, with a wide piazza runn ng 
completély around it, and the piazza sheltered 
on two corners by Venetian blinds, the in- 
terior one large room open to the roof, and di- 
vided by wooden partitions about eight feet 
high into 1 central drawin room 
with four sleeping rooms partitioned off 
on each side, the druwing room 
opening out upon the piazza ateach end, and 
all the doors and windows in the house con- 
stantly open, witha welcome breeze blowing 
through; with a great stock of comfortable 
chuire and hammocks on the piazzu, and with 
a young Village of outhouses of every descrip- 
tion, for household 2128 and for the ser - 
vants and horses. Not far ou is the large 
buliding known as ‘‘the rorks,’’ where the 
coffee prepared for market and stored. 
There is also the ‘*burbecue,’’ a smooth sur- 
face raised slightly above the round, 
cemented and surrounded by alow wail Ik is 
on this thatthe coffee berries are spread to 
dry in the sun, and while there they require 
very careful watching to guard them «guainst 
rain, which would damage them, and in 
the mountains showers are 80 frequent thut 
the coffee sometimes has to be taken up hur- 
riediy several times in one day. On some 
plantations a roof mounted on wheels running 
on wooden tracks is attached to the barbecue, 
so arranged thatitcan quickly beran over 
the coffee in case ofrain. The first sight of a 
coffee plantation is likely to be somewhat dis- 
os on account, I think, of the illus- 
trations of such places in the far East that we 
frequentiy see in books of travel. In those 
crowded countries where the price of labor is 
scarcely anything, the grounds about cof- 
fee plantation, if we may trust in the pict. 
ures, are kept in beautiful order, looking 
almost like a park. In the West Indies, how- 
ever, itis far different. Although the vexeta- 
tion is luxurious and trees are plenty and 
beautiful, very little attention is paid to or- 
namenting the grounds, and the ooffee fields 
themselves are not as well cared for as 
they might be. The grass of the West Indies 
does not admit of the smooth-cut, well- 
we are accustomed to at 
walks about private 
places are almost unknown. Still, the curi- 
ous plants and the abundance of flowers 
everywhere make up in a great degree for 
what is lacking in the way ofcare. 

When the sun was low in the afternoon we 
went out to look atone of the nearest of the 
coffee feids, not far from the house. It is one 
of the peculiarities of coffee culture in 
Jamaica that it is raised n in 
**pockets,’’ or dbosoms, as they are locally 
called, corresponding somewhat with the 
hummocks of Florida, spots of rich earth 
found here and there about an estate. Thus, 
on the plantation I visited, although the 
estate contsuins nearly 2,000 acres, only be- 
tween 200 and 300 acres were planted in coffee. 
The coffee field looked to me much like a 
young oran e grove the trees being 
slightiy smaller, an bearing instead 
of the golden iruit small red ‘‘herries’’ 
that contain the grains of coffee. The trunk 
of the full-grown tree is not usually larver 
round than a man’s arm, thougb some of the 
oid trees are much thicker, and they are, or 
should be, kept pruned down to something 
under feet high, but little pruning is done 
in Jamaica. Returning to the house, and 
after an open-air dinner onthe piazza, my 
host gracefully submitted to be interviewed 
after the American fushion, and we spent 
some hours toyvethor over our cigars discuss- 
ing the great coffee interest of Jamaica. 

Will you tell me, I asked him. bat is 
the fret step toward making a plantation or 
increasing an old one?“ 

Ot course the land is the first considera- 
tion,“ he replied. ‘*‘We want a rich, free 
and deep soll, ina place where, if pussibio, 
the trees will be sheltered from the prevailing 
winds. We want to give them an avernuge 
temperature of between 65 deg. and 73 deg., 
and they should be watered by an annual 
rainfall of not less than 100 inches. The best 
situation is on a mountain side, like this, any- 
where betmeen 1,500 and 4,500 feet above the 
sea lever. In dryer countries than this coffee 
can be raised as high as 6,000 feet above 
the sea; indeed, on the tablelands of 
Mexico there are some * plan- 
tations as high as 8, feet. Having 
selected and cleared the land we proceed to 
set out the trees. Andthis clearing and pre- 
paring the land is no smal! part of the expense 
oO! starting a coffee plantation. No doubt yoa 
wonder at the way unused land is overgrown 
in Jamaica and think we must be a very slack 
lot of planters to allow it. But we cannot af- 
ford to keep land clean unless it is actoally in 
use. With ourciimateand soll aud frequent 
rains if we let a plece of laud stand idle for 
five years, it is completely overgrown. Well, 
when the land is ready we set out the ‘suck- 
ers.’ These are always to be found growing 
under coffee trees, and are started accident- 
ally from berries that drop off and germinate. 
In some coffee countries there are 
series for raising co 
seed, and this is 
way; but in Jamuitx we depend -entirei 
upon suckers found under the trres. There 
a great loss of time and labor under our sys- 
tem for the men are often careivss in pulling 
up the suckers, and a very slight injury to one 
of the small roots kills the plant. Bundles of 
suckers are then ed onthe men’s heads 
under the bot sun to the ficld where they are 
to Ve planted, and in this way still more are 
destroyed. Holesare dug in rows from eight 
to ten feet apart each way and suckers 

lanted in them. Thisis done at the close of 
he rainy season when the Bm is wet. 
There is a large percentage deaths amon 
the plants, owing to the cunses I have named, 
and the dead ones have to be replaced with 
others. Then we bave nothing to do but wait, 
ex an occasional hoeing to keep down the

What do you do in the way ot cultiva- 
ec thir practical! Nature does for us 

‘Nothin Vacs 
here what ‘sal to be dune N in other 
ovffee countries. We do not prune the trees ; 
we do not Manure them; we need no artifiola 
drainage ; We do nothing, in fact, but keep the 
weeds away by having the ground hoed over 
ones or twice a year. Sometimes not even 
that. And yet with all this we produce the 
best coffee in the world, and plenty of it. We 
do not even have the enemies of the =e tree 
here that are found If other countries, There 
are bugs, borers and leaf fungus, but they 
trouble us very little here, In saying that 
trees bear until thirty years oid, I did not 
mean that we let them grow to that age. They 
should be replaced when twenty years old, us 
after that age they begin to decline in product- 
iveness.’’ 

Now we've got the trees bearing, will you 
tell me, lasked, what are we going to do 
with the crop?’’ 

Nou saw the berries on the trees, my host 
replied; the ‘littie red berries that * 

ood deal like your Northern cherries. The 
eaves, as you noticed, are dark green and 
glossy. and there are a great muny of them on 
a tres. The berry forms on the woody stems, 
generally at thé base of the leaves. Bach 
berry contains two rains of coffee, «Fr 
‘beans,’ as we call them. Over the beans are 
five layers at covering, which all have to be 
removed. First, there is the red outer skin, 
very much like the skin of a cranberry r & 
cherry; then a soft pulp, which adberes to the 
outer skin; then a coating of soft 
giutinous stuff, which contains a 
deal of sugar; fourth, comes what we 
call the parchment, tough, and thicker than 
tissue paper, and around the coffee beans a 
very delicate film, finer than the silver skin of 
an onion. The first process, of course, is 
picking the berries, and then comes the 
‘pulping.’ This is done with a machine made 
for the purpose, which removes the outer skin 
and the puip. The berry is then called ‘parch- 
ment coffee’ on account of the substance re- 
sembling parchment witb which it is covered. 
the parchment coffee is put through repeated 
warbings, und is then dried on the barbecue, 
after which the parchment and the inside film 
ure removed. and the whole is carefully picked 
over and all bite of stick and imperfect grains 
are removed. The coffee is then ready for 
market, and I need not tell you how many 
hends it goes through before it reaches the 
consumer. A large percentage of our coffee 
gves to England, where it is in great repute. 
Alter putting it in sacks we send it to our ex- 
port merchant in Kingston, who forwards it 
to the import merchant in Liverpool or New 
York. He sells it to the wholesale grocer, 
who usually sends it to the roaster and aiter- 
wards sells it to the retail merchant, and at 
last it reaches the consumer, and you find it 
on your breakfust table. It is often injured 
on the sea voyage by becoming wet and 
musty, and this of course causes a loss, 
though not as much as might be expected, as 
the damaged coffee is put through a process 
that makes it nearly as good as new, and it 
sells for only about a cent a pound less than 
before. 

‘*Bow ie it,’’ Jasked,“ that the Blue Mount- 
ain coffee commands such high prices when 
so littie care is taken in its cultivation? What 
makes it, as you say itis, ‘one of the best cof- 
fees in the world?“ 

„Soll and climate, was the reply. ‘‘I be- 
lieve you Americans sometimes answer one 
question by asking another, so why is it that 
in your country you can raise more and better 
grain on some new lands in the West than on 
the highly-cultivated and thoroughly-man- 
ured farms of the East? For the same reason— 
both soil and climate are better adapted to it. 
Why do we not manure our trees? Well, 
for several reasons. In the first place, 
it has never been the custom, and 
we are slow to take to any- 
thing new. Then it would be very expensive 
and the manure would de hard toget. But 
there is another reason, perhaps more power- 
ful than either of the others. you remem- 
ber that in Cuba some years ago some of the 
best tobacco lands gave out and that the own- 
ers tried to bring it up by manuring heavily? 
It you do, you will remember alto that they 
ruined the land completely for tobacco grow- 
ing. The manure changed the character of 
the soil entirely, and tobacco raised on it 
afterward was such an inferior article that it 
hardly paid for the planting. We might do 
the same thing with our coffee if we were to 
go to manuring the soll, and we do not care to 
run any risks, being very well satisfied with 
what we have. 

In response to several questions about social 
life and amusements on a coffee plantation, 
my host said: 

‘*We learn to live very much within our- 
selvyes—not from choice, but from necessity. 
Our nearest white neighbor Is a little over two 
miles away, and within a radius of five miles 
there are perhaps a dozen or fifteen compan- 
lonable families. Wevisit more than you 
would tmagine, for we have plenty of horses 
and a day rarely vasses that some of us are 
not in the saddle. Sometimes we set out in 
the coach to visit friends in distant parts of 
the island, and on such occasions we put 
up for the night at any planter’s house 
that is convenient. being sure of 
u welcome anywhere. On the same principle 
any gentleman in traveling uses our house 
with like freedom. Jameicans have the name 
of being very hospitable, and the cu-tom of 
stopping fora night wherever convenient is 
one born of necessity, for towns are far apart, 
and we are not fend of nighttraveline. We 
have our own provision grounds that supply 
us with fruits and vegetabies throughout the 

eur. Our other supplies, of course, are 

ouuht by wholesale, as we are too far from 
the city to be constantly sending for thi.gs. 
We generally visit Kingston three or 
four times a year, and make it 
a point to go dome“ to England 
once in four or five years. We all have 
plenty to do, and for that reason perhaps do 
not feel the need of ordinary amusements as 
much as we otherwise should. We think we 
are in as bealthy a place as there is in the 
world, here on the side of the Blue Mountains. 
You see for yourself what the climate is, and 
what it is now it is the year round, with some 
warmer days in midsummer. It is neither too 
hot nor too cold, and at this elevation we 
hardly know what a fever is. I believe Ja- 
maica used to be looked upon as a dangerous 
place 05 account of yellow fever, but that was 
only on the low lands alopg the const; and I 
have not heard of a single case of yellow fever 
on any part of the island for several years. If 
a man can live to a bearty old age anywhere, 
he ought to do it in this quiet life here in the 
mountains.

THE LIQUOR INTEREST. 


ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF THE LIQUOR 
POOL AND ITS CAUSES. 


* 

General Ignorance on the Subject—How the 
Trust Originated—History of the Manu- 
faciure of Whisky—How a Monepoly 
Was Prevented—Real Significance of the 
Present Secession. 


ECENTLY there has 
been a great deal of 
talk about the whisky 
trust, said Richard 
H. MeAlister of Ohi- 
cago, a gentieman 
largely interested in 
Peoria distilleries, 
but probably it 
would be a liberal dis- 


tribution of intelligence to say that one man in 
fifty who ventilates his alleged opinions 
on the subject has the slightest knowl- 
edge ot the real condition of 
affairs. The members of the trust are held 
up to public execration as monopolists, 
and men who by the force of capital are 
driving those less amply provided with 
money out ot the business. 
ORIGIN OF THE TRUST. 

„„No idea could be more erroneous, for as & 
matter of fact there are three times as many 
men at work to-day, and far 
more emall distilleries running than as 
if no trust existed. The facts in the case are 
these: There are enough distilleries now 
built and ready for work to supply in three 
months the demand of at least three years. 
In no line of business with whichI am ac- 
quainted do the facilities for supply so far 
exceed the possibilities of demand. 
years ago the business of manufacturing 
whisky was a very profitable one, but as is 
often the cuse,a large number of capital- 
ists saw the opening at the same 
time, and in consequence distilleries sprang 


up in every partof the country, and before 
— ees realized what was going on the mar- 

et was glutted. Then began a competition 
which, while it was of no advantage to the 
consumer; was fatal to most of the small pro- 
ducers. The 1 rin frauds were a 
natural, and almost inevitable outcome of this 
condition of affairs, and many were forced to 
choose between dishonesty and ruin. It was 
not until 1880 that the whisky trust so-called, 
then in an embryotic condition, was formed. 

REGULATING COMPETITION. 

The manufacturers determined to stop cut- 
ting each others’ throats for the benefit of the 
retailers, and a pooling scheme was arranged. 
This gradually grew until at the present time 
it includes 80 per centof the whisky manufac- 
turers of the country, and at least % per cent 
of those able to produce a good 
article. Many of the non - trust 
distilleries are wildcat affairs usin 
damaged corn when they use anything bu 
chemicals, and which could not sell a gallon 
if the quality of liquor that they sold wus 
known. The competion of this class is not 
feared by the legitimate manufacturers, it 
being rather the affulr of the public than of 
the distillers, The few good dealers who 
are not in the trust are losing money 
— 4 and there is no danger of any 
break in our lines, as those subscribing tothe 
agreement are the only ones not operating at 
a loss, 
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AIMS OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

**'The object of the trust, Mr. McAlister 
went on to say, ‘‘issimply to keep down pro- 
duction to the amount of the demand. ith 
this end in view all distillers have entered 
into what is practically a n and 
the whisky uired to supply the market is 
made where it can be wanufactured most 
economically. The distilleries which are idle 
receive their sbare of the profits us well as 
those which are in operation. The price is not 
raised beyond the point of a fair profit, because 
if thie were done anti-trust manulactoriecs 
would spring up which would again glut the 
market. Under thejpresent system the distiller 
can make enough to live, and the public ob- 
tains ite goods at a fair price. 

‘*‘Suppose the trust should be broken up, 
what would be the result? At first there 
would be a tremendous overproduction, every 
distillery would run to ite utmost capacity, 
and an immense stock would be accumulated. 

RESULTS OF A CHANGE OF PLAN. 

„Then the fight would resolve itself into a 
question of which cat haa the long 
est tall. distilleries, unable 
to drain of 
at one 
go business. 
capital would be willing to go into a scheme 
where loss was nearly certain, and the works 
would be sold forasongtothe men alread 
engaged in the business, who were provide 
with the necessary capital. Theresuit would 
be one of the strongest ge — ever 
known inthe country. One syndicate would 
control the entire trade, and would be 
able to crush any rival who should en- 
ter the field. Under the present condi- 
tions, great and small stand on an 
equal footing, and all have a chance, while 
the public is not victimized. Tuus it can be 
seen that the trust is really the best defense 
against monopoly which can be devised. You 
will often see notices of one or two members 
of the trust abandoning it, but thisis thor- 
oughly understood by the whisky men and is 
done with their sanction. It means that they 
bave run out of some fancy brand or other, 
and wish to replenish their stock. This they 
cannot do under the pooling agreement, 
and accordingly step out for a month or twu, 
only to re-enter. Their sales, even while ont 
of the trust, are regulated by the officers, and 
the whole thing isa mere form. The present 
abandonment of the trust by several large 
distilleries is for this purpose, and means 
nothing more.
